FINANCIAL HISTORY 



(Uy Edward N. Diugley.) 

It is singular, but historically true, 
that the natlon'a interests always 
have been bdd at the close of a De- 
mocratic adiiiinl.-t rai ion 

It was so when Hiichaiian went out 
of of till' in IfsBl. 

The treasury was empty, discontent 
was widespread and natloaal dissolu- 
tion, waa near. 

The Republican party saved the re- 
public, roatored the national credit 
and set the ooaatry/m lu feet eco- 
nomically, tlaaaeUlly. aad laduatrial- 
ly 

The same thing was repeated in 
I8ti9, when Cleveland retired after 
his first term. 

The industrial and commercial con- 
fidence, long back of the nation, dis- 
appeared. Business was alarmed 
over Democratic " tariff reforiii " 

Imjiiirts increased, domeiitic iniUis. 
tries lugged, men and women wer> 
out of employment Thp public debt 
Increaaad. The federal traasary was 
In a bad way. 

Confidence waa restored by the 
election of a Republican President in 
1888. 

Af{aln the pendulum swung back 1 > 
Deiiioi racy, and in 1S9:! a Democratic 
President was elected, with the usual 
result. Attar four more years of 
Damocrstle trial, the eoaatry was In 
a bad way financially aad iaduatrial- 
ly 

In the year 1895-96, the federal 
ircasurN was piailiiall> i iiipty. and 
I be govcriiMii'iit a Democratic ad- 
miiiisi ral 1011 was oldid^ed to issue 
bonds in a time of peace to obtalu 
anffieieat fuads to pay tha ordlaary 
^xpfaaea^ot tha government. 

Domeatle iudustries lagged, soun 
houses prevailed, men and women 
were thrown out of employment 
There was an Industrial and cconoiuii' 
panic. Why ? liecause the businetib 
interests — which includee the amall 
as well as the large lataraste, the 
manataeturar, tka wholesaler aad the 
retailer — had ao confidence In the 
Democratic administration.

As above atated the crime with 
wbl«;h this man Stltee waa charged la 
a moat heinoua and repulsive one, 
one for which the laws of our land 
fail to .supply adequate punishment 
in our opinion. Yet on the other 
hand the crime with which the man 
w as charged palea Into insignitleaBee 
when compared with that of a 
willful and premeditated attempt to 
falsely accuse aad faaten this sort 
of a charge upon one's father.
